FIFTH AVENUE 


Concerning a Church and a Club 


ITH more than ordinary affection most of the 
Wy works which have been written on Fifth Avenue 

speak of two institutions which are located near 
but nct on Fifth Avenue, as if they were Fifth Avenue 
institutions. Cne of these is a church, loved by a great 
number cf people in all parts of the world, the Little 
Church Around the Corner, on Twenty-ninth Street, and 
the other institution is the Century Club at 7 West Farty- 
third Street. 

The Little Church Around the Corner has endeared 
itself to thousands because of its friendliness. The Church 
gained a reputation for readiness to extend a helpful hand 
without prejudice toward station in life, when Joseph 


Jefferson, the actor, knocked at its door one day in 1870 


and said that an actor friend had died and that he desired 
that the actor be buried from the church. 


It so happened that Jefferson had been refused by 
the pastor of a neighboring church because of the actor’s 
profession, who referred him to the Church of the Trans- 
figuration, saying: “There is a little church around the 
corner where they do such things.”’ 

This incident gained for the Church of the Trans- 
figuration, which soon became known as the Little Church 
Around the Corner, the friendship of the theatrical pro- 
fession. With it as a nucleus, the number of friends has 
grown into many thousands. Very few are the visitors to 
Fifth Avenue who do not go out of their way to see the 
Little Church. 

Less frequently visited by the Fifth Avenue sightseer 
is the other instituticn which is not located on Fifth 
Avenue, although usually thought of as a Fifth Avenue 
institution, the Century Club. It ranks high among clubs 
because of the great men whose names have been on its 
membership list. They have been men of high literary 
attainment and in many instances have possessed qualities 
which have won recognition in other lines of endeavor. 

The first president of the club, Gulian C. Verplanck, 
was a noted critic and essayist. As a Shakespearean 
scholar he held a high place in his day. 

Another club president, George Bancroft, wrote an 
ambitious history of the United States and held many 
positions of trust and responsibility. He was Secretary of 
the Navy, under President Polk, and Minister to Great 
Britian from 1846 to 1849 and later Minister to Prussia. 
During his term of office as Secretary of the Navy the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis was established. 

William Cullen Bryant, poet and publisher, was 
president of the club from 1868 to his death in 1878. 

Many other literary names are connected with the 
story of the Century Club, among which that of Thackeray 
is prominent. . He was a frequent visitor there during his 
lecture tours n America.
